way of Mr, Wood to keep away 
from declarations of opinion ex- 
plicit enough to be awkward in the 
future. He is strong on general 
exhortation but prudently weak 
on detailed exposition. He is by no 
means the type of man who burns 
his bridges and takes up a posi- 
tion from which there is no retreat. 
On the contrary. He is a strong be- 
liever in ‘‘the open door’’—to the 
rear. When it comes to frankly 
assuming personal responsibility, 
by tying himself up to a definite 
statement in respect of an issue of 
actual, practical and large import- 
ance, he excuses himself by drop- 
ping into generalities. It is far 
easier to say he hopes that Premier 
Greenfield will do the right thing 
than it is to get down to fact and 
argument and say just what the 
right thing is—easier, and very 
much safer. 

If any inference is to be drawn 
from Mr. Wood's reticence on this 
subject it is that he is not by any 
means certain that a wheat board 
would really help the farmers, and 
that he wants to keep in position 
to say that the scheme failed be- 
cause somebody bungled and not 
because of the inherent intpractica- 
bility of the idea, Mr. Crerar has 
an uneasy notion to the same ef- 
fect, and he has even gone the 
length of saying 50. He got neatly 
out of the corner when the decision 
of the Department of Justice gave 
an opportunity to piteh-fork the 
project out of the Federal arena 
and into the Provincial field. One 
could almost hear his whoop of sat- 
isfaction when Parliament decided 
to give it the hay-maker’s lift. But 
if it was Mr. Crerar’s notion that 
he was chucking the wheat board 
question over the fence for Mr. 
Wood to worry about he made one 
large mistake. That shrewd gentle- 
man is not doing chores for Mr. 
Crerar just now, Mr. Greenfield 
may if he wants to, if if he cannot 
get out of it, but Mr. Wood doesn’t 
have to and doesn’t intend to. He 
is too busy preaching the gospel of 
salvation through groupism to 
have time for such trifles. 

It may or may not be entirely 
satisfactory to the members of the 
United Farmers’ organization that 
Mr. Wood should hold himself 
aloof from the practicalities of life 
in this way and devote his time 
and his undoubted abilities to the 
propagation of the abstract doc- 
trine. At any rate they have not 
been heard making complaint. 

But this question of a wheat 
‘board is one that is not all the pri- 
vate monopoly of the United Farm- 
ers. It.is one in which every tax- 
payer and prospective taxpayer of 
the Province has a personal and 
vital interest. If aboard is to be 
set up to ‘‘ ble’’ in wheat it 
will have 10 have money to do the 
gaw bling with, and as likely as not 
it will lose the money or some of 


ago. On the evening of the voting 
only five Government supporters 
were known to have survived the 
slaughter, out of thirty-seven who 
went into the fray.

As 
a means of getting rid of one Gov- 
ernment the election was an un- 
qualified success; as a means of 
getting another, with a better 
prospect of stability and more 
freedom to carry out its program, 
it was a conspicuous failure, It 
leaves matters much as,they were 
during the life of the late Legisla- 
ture. The dominant party will be 
a different party, but it will be 
dominant only in the sonse of 
being the largest of a half dozen 
groups. 

As in this Province last year the 
victors are the United Farmers. 
But they did not, as in Alberta, 
elect enough members to give 
them a clear majority in the 
House over all possible opponents, 
In the country 24 U. F. candidates 
were elected, and one of the Pro- 
gressive allies won out in Winni- 
peg; a total of 25 out of a Legisla- 
ture of 55. There are three de- 
ferred elections. Giving all three 
seats to the big group, the new 
Government would have a backing 
of 28 United Farmer and Progres- 
sive members, With the speaker in 
the chair that would leave the 
House dead-locked whenever all 
other groups combined against the 
Ministry. A Government cannot 
carry on under such circum- 
stances for very long. If the far- 
mer members should try to set up 
a strictly farmer administration 
the net result of the polling would 
be that the voters turned out one 
Government which had not a 
working majority only to instal 
another of the same kind but with 
a different name. 

It is almost inevitable that the 
United Farmers will have to seek 
an alliance with one or other of the 
nominally opposing groups, and 
that a coalition Government will 
be set up. The elections being 
over, the publie will have no op- 
portunity to register their opinion 
as to any compromise that may 
thus be arranged. If the precedent 
set in Ontario and Alberta is fol- 
lowed, the labor members are the 
most likely to be asked to join the 
U.F.M. in setting up a_ political 
merger.
